They urged speedy action to revise 
the scale in order te prevent em- 
ployvées from going to shipyards 
within the next week or two. 

SHIPYARDS LURE. 

The lure of the shipyards ip so 
great, the labor representatives said, 
that thousands of railroad ma- 
chinists, carmen and other shop 
employees for weeks have heen 
persuaded to stay with the rail- 
roads only with the greatest dif- 
fieulty. They feared a general 
exodus of employees if the new 
wage order ts put into effect im- 
mediately. Men would find, they 
sald, that increases were much less 
than had been expected. 

The shopmen renewed their de- 
mands as presented to the Railroad 
Wage Commission for a minimum 
75 cents an hour for machinists, 
blacksmiths, sheet metal workers, 
electricians, carmen with four years 
or more experience, and  boiler- 
makers, and a minimum of 56 1-4 
cents for carmen with less than 
four years experience: an eight-hour 
standard day: six days work a wee 
and time and one-half for overtime. 
These demands represented as in- 
crease of about 40 per cent. above 
existing wages.’ 

OBIECT TO SCALE. 

They told the beard that, with 
higher wages, longer vacations, ex- 
tra pay for undesirable work and 
many nuses in shipyards, foreed 
them to consider Director-General 
McAdoo's wage order as “unjust, un- 
fair and inequitable” as applied to 
them. The scale would wipe out all 
the wage reforms, particularly the 
elimination of differentials, effected 
since December, 1915.

HOW IT OPERATES. 


The candidate goes before the in- 
spector of hulls, stating his experi- 
ence and exhibiting proof of honor- 
able service. He then states what 
positicn he desires to qualify for. Lf 
his credentials show that he is en- 
titled to study for such an appoint- 
ment, he is recommended to the 
school of navigaticn. There he stud- 
fes until he thinks he can pass the 
required examination, and after 
passing he is referred back to the 
inspector of hulls, where he takes 
the government examination fcr a 
license, and if he passes he is placed 
on the list to wait for an appoint- 
ment in the service. 

Men who entered school upon the 
recommendation cf a former in- 
spector, and studied for certain ap- 
pointments, assert that when they 
appeared before Capt. Deering they 
were told that they were not quali- 
fied to take an examination for such 
& postion. 

NOT SATISFACTORY. 

As a consequence, there are now 
nineteen graduates who flatly refuse 
to appear befcre Capt. Deering to 


take license examinations. It is said 
that half the enrollment tn the 
school has dropped out because of 
the uncertainty regarding appoint- 
ments, and the Chamber of Com- 
merece asserts that new students are 
not being enrolled because appli- 
cants for enroliment are unable to 
convince the inepectcr that they 


have sufficient experience at sea 
to justify their admission to the 
school. 


As a consequence, ectivities at the 
school are at a low ebb, and the 
Chamber of Commerce fears that 
the institution it has so carefully 
fostered for the sake of assisting 
the gcvernment to get seaworthy 
men may be compelied to shut down 
unless more satisfactory conditions 
develop at once.

TROUBETSKOY 
BADLY BITTEN 


Prince is Seriously Hurt by 
Battling Dogs. | 


Is Rushed to San Bernardino 
frem House Party. 


Russian Wolfhound 
English Bulldog. 


In an effort to separate two very 
valuable dogs, locked in mortal com- 
bat, Prince Paul Troubetskoy, noted 
Russian sculptor, was seriously bit- 
ten late Saturday night at the coun- 
try home of Mrs. Margaret Ham, 
San Bernardino. 

One of the dogs was Pico, the 
great Russian wolfhound, property of 


Princess Troubetskoy and which the 


Prince has often used as a mode! 
in’ his sculpture of animals. The 
other was Shatto, the massive Eng- 
lish bulldog belonging to Mrs. Ham. 
The dogs fought until, to get them 
apart, they had to be thrown into 
the outdoor swimming pool on the 
Ham estate. 

While trying to separate the mad- 
Gened animals, Prince Troubetskoy 
received a deep bite on one hand 
He was placed in an antomobdile 
and rushed to San Bernardino, 
where, at 2 o'clock Sunday morning. 
he was given emersency medica! 
treatment. No serious effecta are 
expected, although the Prince's 
hand and arm were much swollen 
yesterday. 

The Prince and Princess Troubet- 
skoy were included among Mre 
Ham's week-end guests at a house 
party. Pico accompanied them. The 
Russian guests left the Alexandria 
at 3 p.m., and, owing to repeated 
motor trouble, they did not arrive 
until late in the evening. Shatto, 
the English bull, greeted them upon 
their arrival with his custeomarr 
decorum. 

No sooner had Pico alighted, héw- 
ever, than Shatto'’s manners fied on 
the instant. In & moment the dogs 
were locked tn deadly, murderous 
combat—no surrender, no prisoners, 
no quarter-—and the stili night air of 
the lovely resort rang with wild fury. 
Prince Troubetskoy seized the wolf- 
hound, Capt. Edgell Righty. an Ene- 
lish officer guest. grabbed the Hrit- 
ish bull, but thelr efforts were in 
vain, the only result being the bite 
inflicted on the Prince. 

The only way to separate the in- 
furiated combatants was to throw 
them both bodily inte -the pic- 
turesque swimming pool, which 
cooled their anger long enough for 
human reprisals.

When the Constitution became the supreme 
law of the land 131 years ago Judge Robert 
Yates of New York, who had been a mem- 
ber of the constitutional convention, fn his 
first charge to the grand jury, after the 
Constitution had been legally sanctioned by 
the several States, used the following lan- 
guage: 

“The united wisdom of America has sanc- 
tioned and confirmed the act and it would 
be but little short of treason against the 
republic to hesitate in our obedience and 
respect to the Constitution of the United 
States of America. Let me, therefore, ex- 


hort you gentlemen—not only in your ca- , 


pacity as grand jurors, but in your more 
durable and equally respectable character 
as citiszens—to preserve inviolate this char- 
ter of our national rightse—a charter 
second only in dignity and importance to 
the declaration of our independence. We 


have escaped, it is true, from the tyranny 


of a foreign foe—but let us now be equally 
watchful in guarding against worse and far 
more dangerous enemies — d broils 
and intestine divisions.” 

Contrast with the noble, patriotic senti- 
ment here expressed by the learned jurist 
the dangerous words of distrust ip the sa- 
cred document and disbelief in those whom 
we have learned to revere as the fathers 
of the country, spoken by Francis J. Heney, 
who is seeking elevation to the office of 
Governor. It is indeed fortunate for Heney 
that he uttered his unpatriotic words in 
time of peace. Such an arraignment today 
of our cherished institutions would no doubt 
cost the speaker internment as a danger- 
ous enemy. It was February 3, 1911, Heney 
made these remarks in a harangue before 
a joint committee of the California Legisla- 
ture:

“The Constitution was a conspiracy 

of big business against the people. 

“The right of the Supreme Court to 
pass upon the constitutionality of acts 
of Congress was a stolen right. 

“The Constitution was framed in the 
dark. and its authors were so afraid of 
publicity that what transpired they did 
not dare to publish for fifty years. 

“I am sick and disgusted at this ree 
eet for the fathers of the Constitu- 
tion.”

6. The use of “sabotage.” that is, 
damage to and destruction of ma- 
chinery of production and distribu- 
tion. . . . (Boyle, page 91, synd.) 

7. The establishment of an indus- 
trial commonwealth, to be ruled by 
executive committees of each labor 
group which shall take the place of 


‘all civil government as now consti- 


tuted, entirely eliminating all pam 
Waments, congresses, legislatures, 
councils, courts and all administra- 
tive offices. : 

In every way possible and yet es- 
cape the wrath of a 
aroused patriotic citizenry, the I. W. 
W. flaunt their hatred of the “Star 
Spangled Banner;:” they also hate, 
with the fury of savages, all rell- 
gious worship.

It is inconceivable that the 
human mind could concoct the dev- 
ilish, filthy language and sentiments 
of some of these lyrica. 

The general public do not realize 
the strength of the LW.W., but it 
was only a few months ago that the 
Northwest was held in the grip of 
LW.W. terroriem for several weeks. 
The logging camps and mills of the 
Coast, Northern Idaho and Western 
Montana were practically paralyzed 
for seven weeks, at a time when air- 

® spruce, cantonment and ship- 
iiding timber was most sorely 
needed. Today the 200,000 members 
of this order permeate every branch 
of war industry, are watching the 
opportunity to bring about their 
long-advertised “revolution,” and I 
assure the public with all sincerity 
that if the United States should suf-
